_ BREWERS VS. BOSSES. 


Drafts of Contracts Presented by Secretary 

Bechtold of Brewers’ Union No. 6 to Sec- 
rotary Stock and President Wainwright 
of the Brewers’ Association—Contents of 
the ' Proposed Agreemente—The Ulti- 
matum of the Bosses—Mr. Bechtold Says 
There Will Be No Strike—Mr. Stock Says 
There Will Be No Lockout—Still Ne Basis 


of Settlement Proposed. 


This morning Secretarv Charles F. Bechtold 
pf Gambrinus Assembly, No. 7,608, Knights of 
Labor, an organization which isaiso known 
as Local Union, No. 6, of the National Asso- 
ciation of Brewers (employes) called upon 
Becretafy Philip Stock of the Brewers’ Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis and East St. Louis, and 
presented to him the form of a contract 


which the working brewers want the 
employers to sign. In January, 1887, 
after a lengthy fight, the men 


secured a contract with their employers which 
expires by limitation to-morrow. The new 
contract which was presented to Mr. Stock 
differs from it in some essential particulars. 
No agreement is asked as to wages for one 
thing, the agreements being asked as to the 
relation of ‘the employe to the employer. 
When the contract was presented Mr. Stock, 
acting in accordance with a resolution adopted 
in the meeting of the Brewers’ Association on 
Friday, sald that the association would not 
sign the contract but would strictly adbere to 
the principles as laid down in the address 
issued to the brewer employes by the United 
States Brewers’ Association. 

Mr. Bechtold said he did not think there 
would bea strike. He would call a meeting of 
the union for to-morrow night to report the 
response of the bosses. 

THB ADDRESS 
to which Mr. Stock referred was adopted by 
the national association of bosses in March, 
and was concurred in by the affiliated local 
associations. The Brewers’ Association of St. 
Louis and East St. Louis is a mempber of the 
national association, and has in its 
own membership the twenty-one breweries 


of the two cities. The address begins 
with these words: ‘‘Owing to the lack of 
unity on one side and concerted coercive 
action on the other, the brewers in nearly all 
the large centers of trade submitted to the 
dictates of the brewery workingmen’s unions 
as to the employment, discharge, treat- 
compensation and working time 
of their help. The false position 
into which the brewers were forced 
much against their inclination and better 

dgament could not fail to bring its evil 
ruite and after an experience of nearly eight- 
een months it has become unbearable. We are 
therefore determined asa body to throw off 
the onerous burden and to again assume the 
legitimate control of our business affairs, 
to which an equitable division of 
the respective rights and duties of capital and 
labor entities us. In forming this resolution 
we do not deny to labor the right to organize 
—aright which we claim and exercise our- 
selves as employers; nor do we leave out of 
Sicht. or regret, the tendency of the times to 
secure to the workingman, througb united 
effort, amelioration of his lot. In this we are 
sincere, and we assure our employes, labor 
unions and the public generaily that we are 
not governed in our present action by the de- 
sire or intention to abridge or abrogate any 
fair concession as to hours of labor and recom- 
Pense there, for which we have made to our 
workmen under tormer agreements. Further- 
more the influence of the association upon 
local associations and individual members wil! 
be exerted in the interest of brewing employes 
throughout the country to the end tbat no 
real grievance may go unrémedied.’’ 

THE BOSSES’ COVENANT 

This was followed by these resolutions: 

Resolved, Thatat the expiration of existing con- 
tracts no héew agreements shall be made with any 
brewery workingmen’s unions. 

led, That we assure our employes and the

pupils (het this action is not taken for the purpose of 


educing the present scale of wages or lengthening 
the time of labor, although we are paying to-day, for 
the hours of work and kind of labor required, higher 
wages than are paid in any ocher industry. 

Resolved, That we further assure our workmen 
that. while we recognize their right to secure to 
themeelves alf the legitimate benefits to be derived 
from association and co-vperation,we must insist that 
their efforts in this direction must be limited to that 
—— where they begin to infringe upon the rights of 

ers. 

Resolved, That if the carrying out of these resolu- 
tions should lead to strikes, we faithfully promise to 
the * remaining with us and to those who 
take the places made vacant by such strikes, full pro- 
tection and continuance of employment as long as 
they perform their duties satisfactorily; and that in 
making this 1 we state distinctly that this 
protection will be extended to all employes, irre- 
spective of nationality. 

Resolved, That as law-abiding citizens of this 
country, we express our abhorrence of Anarchism, 


and protest. in the name of the brewers of this 
country and of thousands of loyal workingmen em- 
ployed by them, against the injustice of having a 


stigma attached to our trade, in the public mind, on 
account of anarchial sympathies manifested by 
brewery workingmen’s ubions. 

Forthe purpose of making these resolutions ef- 
fective, we hereby bind ourselves to mutual support 
and protection, and reaffirm our adherence to the 
following pledge: Recognizing the great importance 
of mutual protection against attempte of unjustifiable 
enc oachments upon our rights as employers by or- 
wanized labor, and further recognizing the fact, that 
the 1 among the brewers can be made to 
furnish the strongest wea;on agains us, wé hereby 
heartily indorse the resolutions adopted by the Board 
of rustees at their meetin in St. 
2 on the 19th of May, 1886. and Tn conform- 

ty with such resolutions we hereby promise and 
agree, and bind ourselves by our signatures to a 
faithful performance of the covenant, that we shall 
not take advantage of the misfortune of any com- 
peting brewer who isaparty to this agreement, and 
whose business is suffering by reason of a strike, boy- 
cott, lock-out, or similar consequences of labor 
troubles: but shall,on notification by the Secretary of 
the United States Brewers’ Association, refuse to 
furnish beer, ale or porter to the customers of such 
brewer, andshal! request our respective agents to 
act in harmony with this agreement. 

THE CONTRACT 
presented to Secretary Stock provided for the 
employment, not only of members of labor 
unions but members of Local Union No. 6. 
The following are the further provisions: A 
day’s work shall consist of ten hours on week 
days, and since the operation of a brewery re 
qtires some attention on Sundays as a matter 
of unavoidable necessity, three hours shall 
constitute a days labor en that 
day. Every employe shall be at 
liberty to live and board where be chooses 
without dictation and compulsion in this re- 
spect by hisemployer. Should any employe 
be prevented from working on account of

demand an average of $9 per month more 
than they have been getting. I cannot say 
whether there will be any advance conceded 
them or not.’’ 
SECRETARY BECHTOLD 

said: ‘‘I do not think there will be a strike. 
What will be done! can't say, but strikes are 
tooexpensive. We will have a meeting and 
some plan of action will be adopted 
then., He said the omission of the wage 
matter from the draft of the contract 
presented to Mr. Stock was an oversight in 
copying, as was also the omission of the pro- 
vision for a board of arbitration from the 
draft presented President Wainwright. 

The reason forthe insertion of prohibition 
of the employment ot any other workmen 
tnan members of local Union No. 6in the 
contract lies in this: 

A REPUDIATED ORGANIZATION. 

Some brewery workmen are members of 
what is known as Knights of Labor, District 
Assembly 191. This district was formed of the 
Germans in D. A. 17 for the purpose of per- 


mitting them to work in their own 
language. It was made up of mixed 
trades. Secretary Bechtold says that while 


there are 700 brewers in Gambrinus Assembly 
(Local Union No. 6) there are not more than 
150 brewers in D. A. 191. Secretary Dempsey 
of D. A. 17 places the number of brewers in 
the Gérman District much lower than that, 
and he says that ‘‘Anarchists’’ have obtained 
control of the latter district. Hesays they have 
acted out of barmony with the order presuming 
on the great distance between St. Louis and 
Philadeiphia, where the National Executive 
Board of the Knights of Labor sits. He is 
confident, however, that in ashort time the 
charter of D. A. 191 will be revoked. Although 
Gambrinus Assembly works in German, it has 
ever been a part of D. A. 17. 
MR. DEMPSEY 

says: We expect the boss brewers will abide 
by their reement witu their national as- 
sociation. They have a trade’s union just as 
the men have, and are bound to act as that 
union directs. Since the contract was made 
in January, 1887, we have not had a complaint 
to make of the conduct of the 
bosses. Our relations have been 
perfectly friendly, and such statements 
as are contained in an interview with ‘a 
prominent brewer’ in a morning paper are 
lies, and nothing more. Neither the bosses 
nor the men have violated their agreement. 1 
cannot say what the men will do now. That is 
yet to be decided. 


A SAD, STRANGE TALE, 


Explaining the ‘Suicide of William Kaffka, 
Who stran;led Himself. 


An inguest held to-day at the Coroner’s 
office on the body of the suicide, William 
Katfka, who was found yesterday morning 
with a towel around his neck, strangied to 
death in bed, developed a strange story. 
Kaffka appears to have become the second 
husband of the wife of a modern Enoch 


Arden. The story was related at the inquest 
in the testimony of Fred Trescher of 
No. 822 Ann avenue, Katfka’s empuioyer. 
He stated that he was in the 


commission business and that Kaffka had been 
working for him since February A last. Kaffka 
was about 35 years of age, married and a Bo- 
hemian by birth. He was employed to attend 
to Trescher’s horses. He was extremely ec- 
centric, his employer sometimes regarding 
him asderanged. haffkaexplained to his em- 
ployer that be had a great deal of family 
trouble and to him related the strance story 


of his life. Hesaid he had lost his wife in 
Denver, Colo. They had two children and 
a lady took charge of them. She fed and 


cared for them, and became very much at- 
tached to the little ones. Her kindness to 
them was remarkable. He offered to pay her 
for her trouble, but she could not be induced 
to accept any money. Astime passed the 
woman appeared to become more and more 
attached to his children. Kaffkafound his 
regard for her rapidly ripening into love. 


He asked her to become bis wife, 
was accepted, and they were married. 
After their marriage his attachment 


for her only became yreater. They lived most 
happily together and his whole heart and soul 
seemed wrapped up in the woman. She on 
the other hand appeared to return his love. 
One day a strange man came to their littie 
home. He asked for Mrs. Kaffka, who he 
claimed was his wife. The unfortunate 
Bohemian was stunned by his claim, but he 


made inguiries and found that the man 
was what he represented himself to 
be. Kafika learned that his wife had 


been married years before to this man, who 
had afterward left the country. But she had 
never been divorced, and the man was stii! ber 
husband. Kaffka’s very existence was wrapped 
up in the woman, and it was cruel news for 
him to learn. Tue shock almost crazed him. 
At first he did not know what to do; then he 
fled broken-hearted from the country, leaving 
wife, children, her husband and al] behind 


him. He came to St. Louis and en- 
deavored to forget everything, but 
it continued to prey on his mind, 


aod he never recovered from the blow. Noth- 
ing interested him. The world no longer pos- 
sessed any charms for him, and he was tired 
of life. He yearned for death to come to his 
relief, and frequently threatened to hasten it 
by committing suicide. He was known to 
carry a revolver at times. About7 oOo clock 
last Saturday night he was last seen alive. At 
6 o'clock yesterday morving his employer 
found him lying face downwards in his room. 
A towel was wrapped several times around his 
neck and tied in three knots. It was tightly 
drawn and some blood had come from his 
nose and mouth. He was dead, having 
strangted himself with the towel. Kaffka at 
one time owned a gun store in Kansas City. 
The verdict at the inquest to-day was suicide. 
The city will bury his remains.
